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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the prior art references teach the claimed 
invention. Applicant argues that the claimed invention is "non-obvious" over the cited references since Applicant's admitted prior art "does 
not address a structure that is planar over the kerf areas" (see page 4 of remarks). However, this argument is not persuasive since 
Applicant's admitted prior art was not cited for this particular teaching. Cheng clearly teaches a single structure that is planar over kerf 
areas (see figures 5 and 6). However, Cheng does not expressly teach the use of a multilevel structure. Applicant's admitted prior art 
makes obvious the use of a multiple level structure in place of a single structure to complete the fabrication of the integrated circuit (see 
page 7, lines 9-13 of Applicant's specification: "...typically multiple levels. ..are used to complete the fabrication of the integrated circuit"). 
Furthermore, the court has held that mere duplication of parts has no patentable significance unless a new and unexpected result is 
produced. In re Harza, 274 F.2d 669, 124 USPQ 378 (CCPA 1960). As such, the claims are considered obvious in light of Cheng in view 
of Applicant's admitted prior art. 
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
